Willlamsburg is dedicated to tho 
hope and purpose that the future 
may learn from tho past." Mrs. 
W. H. Hastings said in speaking 
on Willlamsburg and Its Gardens, 
to the members of the Better Gar- 
dens Club at Its regular meeting 
Wednesday afternoon at tho coun- 
try homo of Mrs. Fred M. Allison. 


Mrs. Hastings In her interesting 


and impressive manner of speak- 
ing told of Willlamsburg, facts 
gleaned from her two trips there 
in recent years, as follows: 


It Is designed to preserve and 
recreate tho symbols and memo- 
rials of a creative and colorful 
period of American history. The 
compelling reasons for its restor- 
ation He In tho historic back- 
ground of the city and In Its in- 
trinsic simplicity and the alluring 
beauty of its architectural form. 
Fortunately, Wllliamsburg w a s 
built when life was simple. His- 
tory hero Is symbolized by homes 
and venerable public buildings of 
harmonious and beautiful design. 
Colonial Wllliamsburg grew from 
the seeds of thought and pur- 
poses which were planted by tho 
devotees of liberty. It Is neces- 
sary, if wo are to understand the 
significance of 
the 
restoration, 
that we should pause upon tho 
portals of the city restored, and 
appraise the educational and so- 
cial values Inherent in its histori- 
cal 
background. 
History 
en- 
kindles the imagination of man 
and quickens his sense of rever- 
ence thus prompting 
him 
to 


preserve tho memorials of tho 
creative past and enabling him 
to appreciate 
these 
memorials 
when ho stands in their presence. 
The restoration of this colonial 
city, by making America more 
conscious of his 
heritage, will 
help to develop a 
more highly 
educated 
and 
consequently 
a 
more, devoted spirit of patriotism* 


Jamestown Settled In 1607 


Jamestown, tho 
first 
perma- 
nent English settlement In Amer- 
ica was established in 1607 on 
Roanoko Island in 
the 
James 
river, just six miles from what 
Is now tho town of Wllliamsburg. 
After 
fighting Indians, mosqui- 
toes, typhoid fever, and fires, for 
twenty-five years, some of 
tho 
gallant colonists started a move- 
ment to relocate tho colony at a 
site where, the record states, "the 
air was pure and severe 
and 
clear and crystal- splngs 
burst 


from champagne colls." 
So 
In 


1633, 
there was laid 
off 
and 
"paled in" (literally) Middle Plan- 
tation, so called because it lay 
midway between tho James and 
York rivers. But tho seat of gov- 
ernment remained in Jamestown 
until 1689, when it was moved to 
Middle Plantation, which was re- 
named Wllllamsburg in honor of 
the reigning English king. Fran- 
cis Nicholson was governor at 
this time. In laying off tho town 
;he main street, onp. mile 
long 
was named the Duko of 
Glou- 
cester s,troet and tho two paral- 
el streets wero called Francis 
and Nicholson, for tho governor. 
The city first sprang Into prom- 
ncnco as the capital of Virginia 
which then Included a vast ter- 
Itory covering what Is now Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Michigan, and Wis- 
consin. It became the second cap- 
ital established In the colonies. 
At tho western end 
of' tho 


Duko of Gloucester street which 
8 ninety-nine feet wldo, already 
had been built tho college 
ol 
William and Mary, 
the 
second 


college established in this coun 
try. At tho eastern end was soon 
to start a building with a pre- 
tentious title, "The capitol." Tho 
tltlo was used for tho first time 
.n America. Midway of the Duko 
of Gloucester street and at right 
angles to it was laid a beautiful 
green, two hundred and ten feet 
wide and twelve 
hundred 
feet 
long. This terminated at the Pal- 
aco of the Royal Governors. Soon 
many other buildings,, taverns, a 
theater, the first In America, and 
lovely, homes sprang up. Bruton 
Parish church, pronounced 
tho 
most important monument to ro- 
llglon in America, was built, and 
significantly ths church is 
one 


of tho few buldlngs that 
has 
withstood the ravages of 
time 
and then along the Duke of Glou- 
cester Street began to walk 
tho 
Pages, tho Burwells, the Blairs, 
the Carters, tho Harrisons, the 
Randolphs, the Fendletons, 
tho 
Tylers, the Tuckers, tho Wythes, 
and many others, who dreamed of 
a republic and liberty. Then first 
as students of tho college 
and 
later as statesmen came Thos. 
Jefferson, James Monroe, 
John 
Tylor, and as chancelor to tho 
university, camo George Wash- 
ington. Four of these woro later 
to becomo presidents of 
those 


United States. The march went 
on with John Marshall, Carter 
Braxton and many more destined 
to help build a nation. Then one 
day thoro arose In tho House of 
Burgesses a young hotspur from 
Hanover, 
Patrick 
Henry, 
who 
proclaimed with silver tones, that 
"Caesar had his Brutus, Charles 
the 
First 
his 
Cromwell, and 


George tho Third may profit by 
these examples." And bolng In- 
terrupted by the cry of "Treason," 
he added, "If this 
bo 
treason 


make the most of It." 
Then came the war with the 
Mother Country, England, 
and 
the capltol was moved to Rich- 
mond, but Wllliamsburg carried 
on. Washington 
and 
Lafayette 
spent three woeks there planning 
the battle of Yorktown and so 
on Oct. IB, 1781 at Yorktown, just 
twelve miles from Wllliamsburg, 
the nation born at Jamestown, 
nourished in tho cradlo of Wil- 
llamsburg, blossomed into 
full 
maturity. Soon the 
decline 
of 


Wllllamsburg began. Shortly the 
magnificent palace was destroyed

It will take 
time for the gardens to take on 
tho mellowness of age. The Wll- 
llamsburg Gardens fall, into two 
distinct 
classes.

simplest 
form might bo called the Crape- 
Myrtle-ln-the Dooryard, type or 
tho "Box-Bush-by-the-Front Gate" 
type. 
The patterned gardens in- 
clude various forms extending all 
the way from the small geometric 
beds of the John Custls tenement 
to the mathematically precise and 
trim formal gardens of the Pal- 
laco Grounds and several private 
homes.

In the 
gardens of Wllllamsburg, plant

riod was limited.

Durand, who had eluded . cap- 
tude by a possee that grew to 
more than 100 determined men, 
was about to escape In a hall of 
bullets when a 17-year old boy 
fired the shot that felled him. Du- 
rand then fired a bullet Into his 
brain With his own six-shooter. 
go ended a bloody 
postscript 


written in the history of the wild 
West by a mountain-wise young 
man angered by his imprisonment 
for killing a bull elk out of sea- 
son. He broke from the Cody jail 
March 16, killed two officers who 
sought to trap him in Northwest- 
ern Wyoming's mountains, and 
then came back inlo town to rob 
a bank. 
• Tipton Cox, the 17-year
